Please see the following estimates for DHT obtaining insurance to cover our headquarters 
building, which the City is insisting on for DHT's revocable license agreement. 

Using the $199,000 replacement value appraisal done by a Citizens-Insurance-approved 
appraiser, and a 3% deductible, ACC Hall estimates the extra insurance will add 
$4765 to DHT's annual insurance costs.

Without submitting formal applications, I have obtained the following premium indications for you to take 
to your meeting with the City tomorrow: 

• Commercial Package Policy: Adding Building coverage of $199,200: Approximately $1,000 
additional premium (you currently pay $4280.35) 

• Wind Policy: Adding Building coverage of $199, 278 (per RCV Inspection): Approximately $1,690 
additional premium (your contents of $36,000 are currently $291) 

• Flood Policy: Writing Building coverage of $199,200 and contents of $36,000: $2,075
